Mr. Warden has asked me to look over the plans of the proposed school 
for Thundershild Indian Reserve and surest « method of heating this building 
by use of a gravity warm air system. 


I am enclosing a plan of such a system, worked out accordins to the 
code of the National Warm Air heatin; and Air conditiOning Assoc, of which I 
am an associated member. 


This will @ive you an idea of the feasibility of such a plan. 

The warm air pipes for the basement rooms wo ild probably be alittle 
more effective if taken off the top of the furnace bonnet, with an enlarzed 
take off for each, while the risers or rether leader pipes to the upstairs 
risers should be taken off the slopin: sides of the bonnet. 


Warm air floor registers on the first floor class rooms and hall and 
hich wall registers or «rills in the basement rooms and hall would tend to 
equalize better the outlet of the warm air, but floor resisters are undesirable 
in public buildings in particular, so I have high wall reristers in all rooms 
and have reduced the size of the lst floor risers accordingly. 


I have included a thermo-draft control in the smoke stacks @s a safety 
device and if still obteinable I wuld strongly recommend thermostatic control 
of the furnace draft and check dampers. These are spring operated and require 
no electric current and have proved satisfactory in the past. 


Rezularity and efficiency in the care o f firing operations has a most 
decided effect on the results obtained from hand fired furnaces. 


The price for this complete inst llation, left ready to fire, would be 
$1480.00, Fourteen Hundred and Zi-hty Dollars, préviding it can be done while 
the roads and weather permit.

It is noted that Olaf Lidfors is prepared to 
erect the building according to plan submitted to 
him et a cost of $19,650.00 and that he will use tie 
heating plant sold by H.C. Dunfield & Co., as out- 
lined in your letter of the first instant. 


We have reviewed the floor plan and the 
quotation of Dunfield & Co, The Department does not 
approve cold air ducts below the basement floor. The 
@rop in temperature will be so great that we fear it 
will impair the efficiency of the furnace. Besides, 
there is a danger that rubbish may collect in them. 


We realize that the cold air from the base- 
ment will be difficult to install above the floor. 
We think that this can be done along the wall on the 
floor. In no case should the cold air from the class 
rooms pass under the basement floor. 


In addition, the cold air in the class rooms 
must not draw from below the hot air, but from the 
other end of the room. This will require a duct along 
the beam on the ceiling and will require more material 
and possibly cost slignhtly more.

Dear Sir: 


I have your letter of the 15th Sept. with a copy of Mr. Neary's letter 
of the 13th, re heating of the proposed Thunderchild Reserve School. 


For your own information I would like to say that two years ago I 
installed a heating system in a school of four rooms, 2 upstairs and 2 in the 
basement. 


The only feasible method of returning the air from the basement rooms 
to the furnace was through sub floor ducts, which I used. The installation is 
quite satisfactory. 


In the early days of warm air heating this was general practice, 
particulerly when all supply air was brought in from outside. In the colder 
climates heating outside air proved expensive, less outside air was introduced 
and more air from the building was recireulated, still using sub floor returns 
to a large extent, but as the indoor air recirculated, is almost always 
from floors above the furnace room, it was found much cheaper to drop the 
returns alongside of the furnace and enter the casing above the floor level. 


A warm air heating system is very feasible and will give good 
results at efficiencies much below what might be considered par, if the basic 
factors are kept in balance. For instance heat radiated from the firepot will 
enter the cold air shoe, if it is too high on the casing, raise the temperature 
of the return air and lower the efficiency of the circulating system somewhat. 
This need not be but it could be serious if overdone, 


Heat flows through practically all materials where there is a 
temperature differential between the two sides of the barrier, thus hest is 
flowing constantly through the basement floor to the ground below, raising 
its temp. Recent tests in the Research Dept. of the University of Illinois 
show that for heated basement rooms, the temperature of the ground beneath a 
concrete floor, laid on the ground, and mre than 5 ft. from the outside 
wall, remains nearly constant and but little colder than the surface temperature 
of the floor. 


Under the above conditiom, sub-floor return ducts would, very 
probably, maintain more even temperature than would ducts in many other places. 


The only motive force available, in a gravity warm air system, 
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to ct te air, is the difference in weight between outgoing and return air. 
This ditference is not great, at best. To obtain the maximum results, 
resistance to the easy flow of air should be reduced to the minimum, Air will 
flow more easily through the room area than it will through a duct. Therefore, 
I use the shortest possible way for both leader pipes and return air ducts. 


In the case in question the return air can be brought from the upper 
class rooms to the furnace toom and dropped down alomgside the furnace to enter 
the casing at floor level. 


The only wey in which,air can be returned from the basement rooms to the 
furnace is by a duct on top of the furnace room floor, which would be a constant 
source of irritetion, or by using a sub floor return, which is thoroughly 
practicable and efficient. 


I would like to have a decision on this point also, whether coal or 
wood is to be the main fuel. Large wood-burning furnaces aré in very short 
supply, particulerly those that may be canverted from wood burners to coal burners. 


Regerding the placement of cold air registers on the opposite side of the room 
to inlet register 


Theoretically this is correct, on the warm air side, circulation effect 
takes a heating due to the added resistence in length of run and more bends. 

In fan heating or forced air work this added resistance can be easily estimated 
and taken care of but in gravity systems you start with 4 given maximum motive 
force.

I find that I have run well into a discourse on a heating, which 
probably will be of value to me only, in restating for my own benefits, values 
thet I might otherwise lose sight of. 

What I really started out to say was: 


(1) Is coal or wood to be the min fuel? 
(2) Will subd floor return ducts from basement rooms be acceptable? 
Please let me know as soon as possible.

Dear Mr. Scott:- 

I have this morning a letter from Dr. Farquharson 
discussing a slight difficulty that has arisen in connection 
with the nurse et Moose Mountain. You will remember that Miss 
Smithson retired and they have now a Miss Lough in a temporary 
appointment. The Department contributes $300.00 a year towards 
her support, to which the Committee added $150.00, making 
her salary £450.00, and she to pay $75.00, or at most $100.00 
a year for board. Miss Armstrong's home is the only place at 
which a nurse can beard in the Mission and the understanding 
of the Synodical Committee in making this arrangemant was that 
the nurse should share in the housework, otherwise it would be 
necessary for Miss Armstrong to hire help which would make 
$2.00 a week too small a figure for board. The question that 
arises is whether the Department desires an agent supported 
by them to have any work in sddition to Keserve work? Dr. 
Faryuharson a&ks me to find out how the Department views the 
situation. Personally I do not think it would interfere with 
the Reserve work that a young women should take some shate 
in doing housework, whilst at the same time it would not be 
desiratle to have herrso burdened in household cares as to 
interfere with work upon the Reserve. It is one of these 
little things that arise and clog the wheels.

This confusion would not have arisen had the De- 
partnent been informed of the appointment of Miss Innea, 
ag it should have been, It is to ve hoped that in future 
no appointments of this kind will be made without the knowe 
ledge and sanction of the Department, Is it your wish that 
future cheques be sent to the Treasurer of the Presbyterian 
Church?

The Field Metron end assistant in the school, Miss 
Innes, is leaving shortly to toke up other work, and this 
ie en eppodntment that I would strongly advise the Depert- 
ment not to fill again, We have tried it now fog three 
yeers and in my opinion it hes been a complet@ failure 
end there is nothing to show for it outside of the school 
end that could heave been done by the regular teacher, 

Mise Innes is a hard working, conscientious women, a woman 
who did a very herd, cold work end who put up with very 
poor accomodstion, Ever since the appointment of the pre- 
sent tescher, she hes lived in the kitchen of the school, 
end the bath tub in the bath room has been her bed, and the 
bath room is only 6ft, 6 in, by 7 ft. 4, rather poor 
querters fr her to occupy for 18 months.

My Dear Mr. Scott,- 

Mr. Cory of Moose Mountain Reserve tells 
me that he has great difficulty in keeping the children at 
school, owing largely to the fact that the school teacher is 
neglectful of her duties and really incompetent to serve the 
purpose of teacher in Domestic Science as well as the other 
necessaries. As you know the school at Moose Mountain has 
attached to it a mitchen. Since Miss Porter has been there 
thig kitchen has been used altogether as a refuse room and has 
not been utilised for the purpose for which it has been built. 
Mr. Cory suggests thet an addition be built to the kitchen 
where a qualified woman teacher gired by the Department and 
with the authority of the Agent could live, possibly with an 
Assistant. This Assistant could be utilized during the fore~ 
neon of each day to teach the girls attending the school Don. 
estic Science, knitting, darning, cooking, baking, &c., and in 
the afternoons could spend her time as a sort of matron going 
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fm 
around from house to house visiting the Indian women and shewing 
them the little niceties of house keeping. At present the teacher 
4s not in any way under the gontrol of the Agent. She is a lady 
from Illinois and is an appointee of the Presbyterian church, and 
her salary comes from the Department who virtually have no control 
over her. As you are aware this is a concrete case which bears 
out my opinion with regard to the schools as I have expressed it 
to you in conversation. We ought to have a policy whereby we 
would be able to run our own schools regardless of any denominations 
Run a state school among the Indians just as we have outside of the 
Reserves, that is a policy that would meet with the approval of 
every right thinking person an Ganada.We have the expenses now of 
the schools and supposedly have the responsibility, and at the 
same time we have not a teacher that we hire or can dismiss for 
inefficiency. We have simplyyto put up with whatever the various 
churches choose to give us in the way of besehers no matter whe ther 
they are useful or not. This is a matter that I feel very strongly 
on as you know and would have liked to personally discuss with yOue 
I will be glad to know if yon can give this case favorable consid 
ation and change the conditions there for Mr. Cory assures me the 
utilaty of the school is not what it should be by any means.

Visited the school, found a very average attendance. 
On the whole do not think the day school a big success in 
preparing the children for the future. They spend about five 
hours a day in school and often Stay away for weeks at a 
stretch, the parents not exerting themselves in sending 
them to school. And then when they are at home they are 
living under such filthy conditions that all the school work 
other than the little bit of Mnglish is wasted and parents 
on this Keserve are not much good in teaching their children 
clean habits. Consider the children going to school 
here, if they were in boarding school for several years and 
taught to be clean one would find a great improvement in the 
coming generation on this Reserve. As it is, the home 
influence to be dirty is too strong for a day school. 
About fourteen children is the average attendance here with 
the weather is good. The roll call is about 24.

The Indians ino Indira the Ohief and Couneil of the White Bear 
Reserve ,lMoose liountain, Sask., heave forwarded a Petition to the Depart- 
ment for the purpose of obtaining new regulations in connection with 
the education of their children and to have a school established at the 
White Bear Reserve with Teachers, so that their children can go to 
school on the Seserve instead of having their children sent away from 
their home at an early age to school at Round Lake, File Hills, or 
Qu'Appel&e. The Indians who have signed the Petition have requested 
me to write a letter to the Department in furtherance of their interest 
xkexbax in having a school established with competent Teachers who can 
eonduct the School “xx the proper discipline for the older boys md 
girls on the Reserve and who can give the necessary instruction so 
that the Parents may have their children at home with them on the 
Reserve.

Buildings: 


I found the school in a very clean and tidy condition. 
It has been newly painted this summer. Some inexpensive 
repairs are required to the foundation. It was pointed out to 
me that the soft water tank under the kitchen required repairs. 
It is a plank tank with a galvanized iron lining. It is almost 
impossible to prevent this class of tank from leaking, and in 
any event it would be a waste of money to endeavour to keep this 
tank in shape as the building is only inhabited during the day- 
time. It would freeze up at night and no tank could be kept in 
proper repair under those conditions. 1 cannot see, under 
present conditions, that this tank is required during the winter 
months. They can carry sufficient water for drinking and 
washing purposes, and in the summer possibly a small galvanized 
iron tank to catch rain water would be useful. 


The kitchen is not being used. ‘idday meal is prepared 
by Mrs. Hackney in her own home, which is quite close to the 
school. I pointed out to the Principal end the Agent how they 
could repair the foundation without calling in the services of 
a stone mason. A couple of sacks of cement is all that would be 
required, and the Farmer or some handy ma could do the wor. 


Bnorolment: 


There are 19 pupils on the roll, 14 boys and 5 girls. 
The average attendance tor the last quarter was 14.5 and during 
the month of October the average attendance was 14. ‘There were 
10 boys and 5 girls present on the day of | visit. I found 
them fairly well clad and fairly clean. fhe pupils were 
examined in reading and spelling. I found that the junior boys 
spoke up very well. Those in the senior rade did not speax 
very distinctly. Ilr. Hackney impressed me as being @n earnest 
and capable teacher. It is, however, very difficult to obtain 
satisfactory progress in a school such as this, situated on 4 
reserve where the home conditions are so unprof j 30 
of the pupils are very tardy in the mornings. 
possibly if the Agent would take the matter 
hand, this condition might be improved. I 
that we cannot expect a teacher to be in 
school hours and at the same time out on the res 
delinquent pupils.

Mc, Inspector Murison, in a report on his inspection 
of the White Bear Indian Day School, draws attention to the 
attendance, In this connection he states that it is very 
difficult for the teacher to make satisfactory progress as 
the pupils are very tardy in the mornings. 


It is considered that if you would take the watter 
of attendance in hand thie condition might be improved. 
You should inform the Indian parents that it is expected 
they will see that their children arrive at the school in 
time in the mornings and that they attend regularly each 
day school is in operation, It cannot be expected that 
the teacher will leave the classroom in order to be out on 
the reserve to round up delinquent pupils. Your influence 
if exerted with the parents would greatly assist in main- 
taining a more regular and punctual attendance, I have, 
therefore, to request that you will give the teacher every 
assistance you can in this matter.

I have the honour to report that I 
inspected the White Bear Indian Day School on May 23rd, 
and beg to submit the following report. 

At present there are 17 Indian children 
enrolled and 4 white children belonging to Mr. Kerr, the 
teacher. The grades for the Indian children range from 
I to IV. The work examined was fair. The reading, 1 
considered, showed a marked improvement since my last 


inspection. The children appeared fairly clean. 


The classroom was tidy and clean, ca 


the washbasins and bench on which the basins are kep} for 
use. I noticed these children did not wash before dunoh 
and in mentioning it to Mr. Kerr, he said it would/ take 
too much time. I explained that I considered this 
part of the school training. These children need training 
in hygiene, perhaps more than anything else, and are 
receiving practically none. 

The soup for the noon-day meal is made by 
Mre. Kerr in her home and brought over and served to the 
children, along with biscuits. The dishes are then 
returned and attended to by Mrs. Kerr. 

I might add this school is provided with a 
nies kitchen supplied with a stove and table. ‘wo rooms 


adjoin it, one is supplied with a large white sink for 


dishwashing and also a pump for soft water. The other 
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Department as these rooms are only used for storage and 
are not even kept clean and tidy. 

The discipline was good, and the children 
appeared interested in their work. Bleven were present 
the day I inspected the school. In looking back over the 
register, I found the attendance to average about 13. 
Colds and sickness of various kinds appeared to be the 
cause for lack of attendance. 

The school has received some repairs since 
my last visit. The windows were closed on the children's 
right and all the light now comes in over their left 
shoulder. This repair work has not yet been painted. 

The fence about the school is ina disgraceful 
condition. Many of the posts have rotted off and the wire 
is badly bent and twisted. This fence should be re-built 
and the yard enlarged. At present the school is only 
fenced on two sides, the remaining two have no protection 
and the windows are liable to be broken at any time by 
stray horses. If new material were used it would require 
about 40 cedar posts and 40 rode of wire. By using some 
of the old wire, 30 rods of new wire would be sufficient. 

The garden ground appeared rather lumpy and 
Mr. Kerr claims it is infested with twitch grass. I think 
this ground should be seeded next year to grass and used 
as a play ground. A new garden plot could be secured at the 
rear of the school. ‘The ground should be broken and madé 
ready this year.The garden would also be included within 
the new portion fenced. 

The school is in need of painting, both 
ineide and out. I believe the roof is also in need of

I am enclosing herewith @ report on 


the White Bear Indian Day School, which was visited by 
Mr. Hamilton on May 23rd. 


I would draw your attention to what 
the Inspector says regarding the children not washing before 
the noonday meal. It seems to me that thie is nothing more 
or less than straight neglect, and I think the Teacher should 
be severely criticised. There is no reason why these children 
should not wash before having their meal. No doubt they come 
to school in a dirty condition, and if the Principal knew 
his business he would insist on their having a proper wash 
once a day. 


You will note what the Inspector says 
regarding the conditon in which he found the fence. In this 
connection I may say that the Teacher has plenty of time on 
his hands, and there are lots of willow pickets that can be 
had close at hand with which to repair thie fence, and still 
we find the fence in this disgraceful conditon. These 
people expect the Department to make every move that is made 
in the way of upkeep, and I believe if a doorknob fell off 
they would call upon the Department to have it fixed.

The Department has received the report of Mr. 
Inspector Hamilton on his recent visit to the White Bear 
Indian Day School. I have to request that you will draw 
to the attention of the teacher the following remarks of 
the Inspector: - 


He states that while the classroom was tidy and 
Clean, the wash basins and the bench upon which they are 
kept were not in a cleanly condition: further, that the 
teacher did not have the children wash before lunch. The 
teacher should insist upon cleanliness of person among the 
pupils, and, as there are facilities provided for the 
purpose, he should see that the children wash up before 
partaking of luneh. 


He further states that the soup for the noonday 
meal ie made by Mrs. Kerr in her home, brought over and 
served to the children and the dishes are then returned 
and attended to by Mrs. Kerr. This sehool is provided with 
a kitehen and supplied with a stove and table. Two rooms 
adjoin it, one of which is supplied with a large white sink 
for dish-washing and a pump for soft water, and the other 
is equipped with a good enamel bath and looking glass. 

These rooms are only used for storage and are not even kept 
clean and tidy - all of which is wasted effort. The teacher 
should be instructed to see that these rooms are kept clean 
and tidy, and it is not understood why the preparation of 
the midday lunch could not be carried out in the room for 
that purpose. You should draw this matter to the attention 
of the teacher and have him carry out the above requirements 
of the Department. 


The Inspector states, further, that the fence 
about the school is in a disgraceful condition, as many of 
the posts have rotted off, and the wire is badly bent and 
twisted. We understand that you have been instructed by 
Mr. Commissioner Graham to have the teacher, himself, fix 
the fence and arrange to have a garden plot broken. 


I shall be pleased to hear from you regarding 
the above requirements.

The roll calls for twenty-four pupils and T 
found fourteen girls and six boys present. The grades

*1ll- 4 
The attendance 211 through January has been excellent, and 
would average about twenty. 

Since my last inspection Miss Williams has 
been appointed as teacher and is doing excellent work. The 
children speak out well, something they could never do before. 
They appeared well along in their grades, and I believe are 
interested in their work. 

Yhe kitchen and dining-room at the rear of the 
school is now being used and Miss Williams instructs the 
girls in the preparation of the noon-day lunch and in the 
washing and cleaning up of the dishes, @ training which is 
of untold value to these Indians. I noted that each child 
had a towel and tooth brush and these are used each day. At 
noon every child is made to wash and comb their hair, and I 
must say the children looked the best I have ever seen them.

Miss Ruth Nelson, formerly of Kolakreeka, 
Alta.; writes this letter regarding her new 
experiences at the Moose Mountain Mission, 
Carlyle, Sask.: 1 found the children here so 
different even from the British Columbia In- 
dians, but I now see quite a change in their 
“responsiveness.” At noon I imagine I am 
back in a School Home, as we serve a hot 
lunch and have a washing up of dishes and 
children in our “annex.” The department pro- 
vides yarn, so, after work is done, the girls 
knit, and I now have most of the boys at it, 
too, the gramophone provides music, so we have 
quite an enjoyable half-hour.

School, Moose Mountain Agenoy. 
Dear Mr. Graham:- 

I have the honour to submit the following 
report on the White Bear Indian Day School, inspected on 
September 17th, 1931. 

The school is in charge of Mise R. Nelson, 
who has had several years teaching experience with Indian 
pupils. Two years ago these children were very shy and 
backward and only in a few cases could they be induced to 
speak above a whisper. A vast change has been wrought in 
this respect and the children have obtained confidence in 
themselves and can be distinctly heard across the room when 
reading or speaking any oral work. 

The roll calls for 21 pupils, 11 girls and 
10 boys. I found 17 present. 


The grades are arganged as follows:-

I found the room clean, well aired and tidy. 
The floors had all been oiled and were in good condition, 
The windows were screened and the screen door on and in good 
repair. The class-room was almost free of flies. 

The children were clean and well dressed. In 
all cases their hair had been neatly combed.

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The kitchen at the rear of the school was 
clean. The children are provided with individual cups, 
tooth brushes and towels, all of which were neatly arranged 
in the wash room and labelled with the pupils name. 

Since my last visit the foundation under this 
portion of the school has been repaired by a cement wall. 
The evestroughing has also been put in good condition and 
outside windows provided. This room should now be much 
warmer and more comfortable both for the teacher and pupils. 

A noon lunch is prepared by the pupils, super- 
vised by Miss Nelson, and the girls are receiving a splendid 
training, which should be of great help to them at home. 

All the pupils have been taught to knit and 
already they have mitts ready for winter use and in some 
cases socks and stockings have also been made. 

The garden this year was a failure as it had 
been planted on poor land and lacked moisture badly. It is 
hoped that another year a better success will be made of 
this work. 

The attendance during the first part of the 
month was somewhat irregular, as many of the children were 
away with their parents while they were putting up hay. 
However, they are home now and during the past week the 
attendance averaged 19. 

The walls and ceiling of the clase room are 
somewhat smoked and dull and another year will need to be 
repainted, 

As stated above, Miss Nelson is doing excellent 
work and this is now one of the best managed day schools I 
am privileged to visit.

They are not nearly as shy as they 
were and Miss Nelson has been very successful in giving these 
pupils a different outlook on schocl life. 

They were well clothed, and clean. A towel is 
provided for each child, also a tooth brush. The room was 
Glean and well aired. 

A noon lunch is provided, consisting of soup 
and biscuits. fhe meal is prepared in the school kitchen and 
the dishes washed by the children. 

The girls are taught knitting and during the 
past term have knitted scarfs and stockings for themselves. 

The school building is in good repair, and the 
school yard tidy. The Indians appear grestly pleased with 
the progress made by their children.

I have to inform the Department that Miss L,.R,lVelson- 
the teacher at ‘hite Bear's Day School-is in poor health 
and appears to be on the verge of a nervous break-down and, 
in eonsequence,should at once be relieved of her duties. 


An incident occurred on Sunday night last in my presence 
at the mission house here which,aféer placing the matter before 
the United Church minister in Carlyle and discussing it with 
him,I felt obliged to report to the W.M.S, headquarters in. 
Toronto. 

The circumstances regarding the incident are as follow,- 


\n Sunday night January 11%h [I was present at the mission house 
by invitation to partake of the evening meal with Miss Nelson, 
‘iss Cgernegie,and Mr and Mrs Bugh-the two latter being of the 
Agency staff here. iy wife is away in Edmonton Alta.undergoing 
hospital treatment under Dr.J.H.@onroy and a specialist wo 
overated on her whilst we resided at the Zdmonton Indian agency. 
At the time I arrived at the mission Miss Carnegie was working 
jn the kitchen preparing dinner, Miss lelson was upstairs in her 
room,and Mrs Bush was in the sitting room from which she had a 
partial view of the kitchen.ur Bush had not yet arrived. 
I was sitting near the kitchen table carrying on conversation 
with Miss Carnegie as she worked when Miss Melson came downstairs 
and into the kitchen with her hat and coat on.She sat down at 
the opposite side of the table from me and commenced to put her 
overshoes on.I should explain before going any further that 
both Miss lelson and Miss Carnegie had been suffering with colds 
and hoarseness for a few days,in fact Miss Nelson was unable to 
conduct the day school on Thursday and Friday of last week and 
T had to close it. 

To resume my narrative- Miss Carnegie asked 
Mies Nelson where she was going and received a reply to the 
effect that she was going to make a fire as the children would 
be cold-apparently referring to making a fire in the day school 
to take the chill off in readiness for londay morning. Miss 
Cernegie told Miss Nelson she was not fit to go out on such an 
errand and I intervened and offered to go and make the fire in 
the school if it was necessary.liiss Nelson thereupon put her 
arms on the table and laid her head on them,looking up two or 
three times to make rambling remarks about making the fire &c, 
and then suddenly,without warning,stooped to the floor,picked 
up one of her overshoes and deliberately threw it across the 
room at Miss Carnegie, who had taken a seat near the kitchen 
range.The overshoe struck Mis Carnegie on the left shoulder 
and to say that ‘ise Carnegie and I were surprised is to put it 
mildly,in fact 1 may say that T was astounded,as I had previously 
had no idea that Miss Melson could be guilty of such an act. 
After throwing the shoe Miss Ieleon again dropped her head to 
her arms on the table and made other rambling remarks about 
wanting a taxi to take her to tie station,and that she would 
miss her train if the taxi did not come soon &c.Finally Miss 
Carnegie persuaded Kiss elson to retire again to her room 


contd. 
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(her room) and accompanied her,and so far as I know there were 
no more unpleasant incidents that night. 

Subsequently I asked “iss Carnegie if she knew 
of any ceuse for Miss Nelson's action and she informed me that 
she believed that ‘iss Nelson was vexed with her because she 
had not held the Sunday Sehool in proper form that afternoon 
when asked to do so by “iss “eleon,but as it was a cold and 
stormy day only four boys turned up and as Miss Carnegie was 
hoarse with a bad cold she did not consider it advisable to 
carry on the school,but she had made the fire in the chapel 
and made the other usual preparations and when only four Indians 
arrived she left them to warm and amuse themselves whilst she 
prepared the light lunch which it customary to provide after the 
Sunday afternoon service. 


have since been informed by Mrs Bush that she was 
present in the mission house on one occasion when Miss Nelson 
Slapped Miss Ferguson ‘the former deaconess) across the face 
because Miss Ferguson would not do something in the way Niss 
Nelson wanted it,and on another o:casion when Miss Telson screamed 
in a hysterical marner because she could not have her own way, 


I have received complaints from Indian parents 
that Miss Nelson has on occasion abused their children but,used 
as I am to the parentsneking all kinds of excuses in order to 
keep their children away from school,!I took very little notice 
of these complaints,beyond mentioning them to Miss lelson and 
being assured by her that thete was no truth in them,until the 
incident which I witnessed on Sunday night caused me‘to believe 
that the parents' complaints might have some foundation.

The foregoing is virtually a copy of the report 
which I forwarded to Mrs Anson Spotton of the 7.M.S. at Toronto 
and I trust my action was the correct one. 

As it will doubtless be necessary to appoint 
another teacher to carry on the duties at the school I felt i 
incumbent on me to bring the matter to the attention of the 
Department as Mrs Spotton will also be compelled to place the 
matter before the Department. 

Miss Nelson and Miss Carnegie reside toge‘her at the 
mission house and Miss Carnegie is av»prehensive that Miss llelson 
may commit some act of a more serious nature if her condition 
becomes worse.Miss “elson is carrying on the school at present and 
I have not mentioned Sunday night's incident her.

I am in receipt of a copy of a letter written by you 
to Miss Wardle, our Missionary Nurse at Moose Mountain, inform- 
ing her that since she is now an employee of the Department of 
Indian Affairs, she is debarred by the Tnéian Act from selling 
goods to the Indians. I presume that the "selling goods to 
the Indians" refers to the custom which prevails on all our 
mission fields of charging the Indians a modest sum for the 
quilts and clothing provided for these reserves in the bales 
sent out annually by our Woman's Missionary Society. 


I wish to say that I do not think the Indian Act is 
properly interpreted in Miss Wardle's case. She is not on 
the Civil Service list and is not an employee of the Department 
of Indian Affairs in the ordinary sense. It is true that the 
Department gives a grant towards her salary and that we agreed 
when she was appointed that she would be at the disposal of the 
Director of Medical Services for certain extra activities in 
connection with the treatment of trachoma on other reserves 
and such other public health work as he wished to assign to her 
from time to time, but she is in fact a missionary of the 
United Church and the small grant made by the Department to the 
work that she is doing does not begin to cover what it eosts 
the Church to keep her at Moose Mountain, 

May I suggest that you would be well advésed to 
write Dr, Z.L.Stone, asking him for information as to whether 
or not T have given a correct statement of the situation,

T think the action of the Department in the matter 
was fully justified. m the White Bear's Reserve, and in the 
district surrounding that reserve, there is very little cash in 
circulation and I am sure that the people who donate the cloth- 
ing which the 7.1.8. are handling would not look favourably 
upon the sale of this clothing if they knew the financial cir- 
cumstances of those who are being asked to pay for it. 


May I poimt out that I am inclined to disagree with 
the second paragraph of Mir. Beaton's letter wherein he suggests 
that the Department has not been very generous in the grant which 
is allowed for Miss Wardle's services. I do not wish to cast 
any reflections on the services which liiss Yardle is now render- 
ing the Indians of that reserve. Since she has been given tc

MEMORANDUM: 


Doctor McGill 


There has been a small disagreement 
between Mr. Ostrander,who has lately taken the Moose 
Mount@in Reserve into his Agency,and Miss Wardle,the 
nurse or social worker maintained by the United énureh 
at this Reserve and to whose salary we contribute 
$50.00 per month. Mr. Ostrander took exception to her 
selling to the Indians supplies of clothing,and so 
forth,furnished from church sources for distribution 
at the Reserve. The matter waé discussed by Reverend 
Kenneth J. Beaton on his last visit here, and he pointed 
out that for many years past it has been the custom of 
the Missionary Society of his church to make nominal 
charges for such supplies tm Indians who could efford 
to pay. The supplies in question, of course, are mostly 
used clothing donated by church members all over the 
country. The church point of view is that it is un- 
desirable to give supplies to anyone who can afford to 
make @ small payment for them. 


On December 12th Mr. Ostrander sub- 
mitted this matter to the Department in a letter which 
you will see on this file, and in reply was informed 
that as Miss Wardle is an employee she is debarred by 
the Indian Act from selling these goods to the Indians. 


I have no particular opinion on the 
matter, but I wish to point out that this custom is 
very wide spread and has not usually, I think, been 
thought upon as an infraction to the Act. The Act 
makes no distinction between missionary workers em- 
Ployed by the Department and those who are not. It 
seems to be aimed at missionaries and Departmental 
employees engaged in regular trading operations. 
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Mr. Beaton submitted the matter to me and I agreed 

to have it settled, but I a@id not know at that time 
that Mr. Ostrander had been instructed, Apparently 
ith4ds a wider application than this one Reserve, and 
in dealing with Mr. Beaton as the headquarters officer 
of his church, it seems to me we can scarcely make 4 
ruling for one place only without enforcing it every- 
where. I shall be pleased to have your direction,

The Director of Medical Services hae brourht 
to my attention the problem which you discussed with him on 
your last vieit here of sale to Indians at the Moose Mountain 
Reserve, Saskatchewan, of clothing donsted through the Board 
of Home “Miesions of your Churoh. Unknown to Doctor stone, the 
Indian Agent, Mr. J.P.B. Ostrander, hed consulted the Depart- 
ment in thie matter in the month of December, last, and hed 
been informed that Mise Wardle, es an employee of the Depart- 
ment,wae debarred by the Indian Act from selling these soods 
to the Indians. 


fhe Indian Act is specific in this matter. 
It states as follows: 


"No official or employee connected with the 
ineide or outside service of the Department, and 
no missionary in the employ of any religious de- 
nomination, or otherwise employed in mission work 
among Indiene, end no school teacher on an [ndian 


reserve, shell, without the speoiel license in 
writing of the Superintendent Generel, trade with 
any [ucien, or sell to him directly or indirectly, 
and goods or supplies, cattle or other animels." 


I am informed that the custom of collecting 
from Indisne who are able to pay for the supplies in question 
in this case has prevailed for many yeere, and I do not think 
thet the prohibition in the Indian Act was aimed at it. My 
opinion is that it wes designed rather to prevent systematic 
trading operations on the part of Departmental employees end 
miseionaries. The problem, however, hes been presented in

Dear Dr. McGill: Re: Interpretation of Indian Act 


I did not reply immediately to your letter of March 
23rd, because I wanted to go very carefully into this whole situation. 
I discover that the problem raised in your communication is not a new 
one, but that even as far back as twenty years ago it was a matter of 
discussion between the Board of Home Missions of the Methodist Church 
and the Department of Indian Affairs. 


This is the second time in the five years that I have 
been in this office that the same Agent has raised the problem and 
attempted to get a ruling from the Department unfavorable to the mis- 
sionary. On a previous occasion, he tried to get a ruling against 
Rev. R. J. Ross, the Principal of the Round Lake Residential School, 
on just as trivial and unimportant grounds as the issue which he raises 
now. 


I do not believe that the clause in the Indian Act 
quoted in your letter ever was intended to be interpreted as indic- 
ated. Very careful calculation reveals the fact that the women of 
the United Church, thriugh their organizations, send on to the fifty 
Indian Missions for which we are responsible bales of new and used 
clothing to a velue considerably in excess of $10,000 annually. In 
every case, the practice which is followed is to care for the women and 
the old people first in the distribution of quilts, underwear and other 
garments. Able-bodied Indians are expected to pay a small sum for the 
clothing which they receive. This helps somewhat to get away from the 
extreme paternalism of previous missionary administration. An Indian 
who pays $1.50 to $2.00 for a perfectly good suit of clothes is cer- 
tainly not being seriously discriminated against. The money which is 
received from these sales is expended in the purchase of milk and other 
things not included in indigent rations as they are provided by the 
Department. There are always sick people and delicate infants who 
give the missionary on the average Reserve a good deal of concern. 


So far as I have been able to think the problem through 
up to the present, if your letter of March 25rd is the final word of 
the Department on the question, there are three courses of action open 
to the Mission Boards:- 
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Dr. H. W.MeGili- April 24th/54 


(1) To cease sending these bales entirely and place the 
responsibility for the clothing needs of the women and children on the 
Department, where it rightfully belongs. 


(2) To take a trial case before a judge and get an 
official interpretation of the Act. I have been accustomed to consult 
Hon. N. W. Rowell, K.C., in regard to matters affecting our Indian ad~ 
ministration, but he has been absent at the Privy Council and I have not 
had opportunity to raise this question with him as yet. 


(8) To agitate for an amendment to the Indian Act, through 
our friends in the House of Commons, which will make perfectly clear our 
position in regard to this matter. 


The Reserve at Moose Mountain is of course a comparatively 
small one but the amazing speed with which news travels from tribe to 
tribe in Western Canada will probably assure the knowledge of this rul- 
ing of the Department being the common property of every I ndian Chief 
before next Fall. 


I expect to be in Ottawa on Thursdey and will be glad to 
talk with you further about this whole problem.

During the visit, last sumer, of the Deputy 
pe th + poet General to the Moose Mountein agency, his 
attention was drawn to the need of providing additional 
day school facilities for the Indian children. It was 
suggested that another day school be opened, for the 
benefit of those children residing at too great a distance 
to attend the present White Bear Indian Day Sehool. 


I would request that you report, at your early 
convenience, giving full particulars as to the number of 
children of echool age available md the distance they 
reside from the White Bear Day School. You should state 
definitely the most central location on the reserve for 
establishing. a new day school. The number of children of 
each denomination who would be available should also be 
atated. I shall be pleased to have as complete inform- 
ation as possible, together with your recommendation, as 
to the present need for another echool. 


I understand that there are a number of Indian 
children from thie agency enrolled at residential schools. 
Should a new day echool be provided, do you consider that 
this would affect the enrolment at residential schools 
which the children from thie agency attend?

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 113-11 
/ of the 2nd. instant in connection with the suggested erection 
of a day school at the White Bears Indian Reserve. 
As you are no doubt aware the building which is at present 
being used as a day school is very old and hardly worth spending 
a great deal of money on and will accommodate less than one half 
of the available pupils from that Reserve. 
If the Department seriously considers the erection of a 
day school at that point would it not be advisable to erect 4 
two room day school sufficiently large to accommodate from 70 
to Pe. 
anna the rolls of the day school at present there are 29 pupils, 

a further 9 pupils are now of age to attend school and 12 more 
will be old enough by the time a new school could be erected. There 
are 12 2.C. children of this Reserve attending Residential Schools, 
11 at the Qu'Appelle School and 1 at the Cowessess I.R.School and 
3 Protestant children attending the Brandon School. 

The three schools mentioned are well able to fill their quota 
without taking any children from White Bears Reserve and I am sure 
that if a 2 room undenominational achool were in operation the 
children would be receiving a useful education at a much lower 
per egpete cost. 

*“_—The available children of school age »y the beginning of next 
term after allowing for five possible discharges would be 60 of 
|which about one half are members of the R.0.Church and the other 
haaf members of the United Church and while 1 do not wish the 
J| Department to feel that any favoritésm ig shown in the day school 

} to members of either church under the present arrangement I believe 
that a day school operated strictly under Departmental Supervision 
with the teachers responsible only to the Department would be 
more satisfactory to all. 

If the Department decides to erect a 2 room day school it 
should be erected at a point approximately one mile directly west 
of the present day school then the greatest distance that any 
child would have to travel to school would be 2 miles and I believe 
that the cperation of one 2 roomed day school together with a small 
outlay for transportation during bad weather would be more economical 
thkn the operation of two small schools which would be perhaps 3 
miles apart. 

There is another point which deserves some consideration viz:- 
the fact that the present day school is operated more or less under 
the auspices of the Hpited Church and as the two denominations 
are evenly divided I presume that a second day school would be 
expected by the R. ©. Authorities to be run under their auspices, ther 
the question immediately arises in connection with transportation 
of R.C.children from the east side of the reserve to the west and 
voce versa. A'2 roomed school operated strictly by the Depargment 
would overcome this diffioubty. 

As I have no idea what the views of the Department are in 
this matter IT am pointing out the circumstances as I view them 
and I shall be glad to furnish any further information which might

Mr. Ostrander mentions in his letter that the 
question of providing a second day school at the west 
end of this reserve (White Bear Reserve, Moose Mountain 
Agency) has been suggested. In this connection I am 
inclined to favour his idea of providing a two roomed 
school sufficiently large to accommodate the pupilage 
@vailable at a point which would be central. The 
Indian homee are fairly well segregated near the south 
boundary and approximately half way across the reserve 
from east to west. By changing the location of the 
school, it would be possible to have approximately 
eighty per cent of the children residing within one 
mile and very few at a greater distance than one and 
one half miles from the site he proposes. There 
would be the further advantage of having a good water 
supoly. There is no water available at the site of 
the present building. There are at present sixty 
children of school age on the reserve and indications 
are that es time goes on this number will be sub- 
stantially increased. The idea of having a two 
roomed school would permit of having a small teacher- 
age to accommodate both teachers and it would be a 
separate unit from the Mission, which would remove the 
objection to a great extent on the part of the Roman 
Catholic parents to sending their children to the day

Dear Sir: 


In connection with Departmental letter 11-113 of 
the 9th instant copy of which they inform me they have sent 
to you with regard to the appointment of a nurse at the 
White Bears Res. by the United Church of Canada. As you are 
probably aware the Department has been paying $50.00 per month 
to the United Church of Canada for the nursing services of 
Miss E. Wardle, R.N. who has recently resigned. I am not 
sure that the services of Miss Wardle were worth $50.00 per 
month to the Department partly because I do not consider 
she was the right type for the work and her health was never 
good. Her resignation is the result of poor health. 


I might say in this connection that I was 
recently asked for a recommendation in connection with the 
proposed erection of a new day school on that reserve. I 
believe that the intention of the Department was to erect a 
second day school at a point some distance west of the present 
school and keep the two schools in operation but I recommended 
the erection of one 2 roomed day school at a point approximately 
one mile west of the present school with a capacity of 70 
pupils, there being 60 pupils available at the present time. 
This would divide up the distance necessarily travelled by 
the children more evenly and I believe the operation of one 
2 roomed day school would be more economical than two one 
roomed day schools, particularly in view of the fact that 
the day school now in use is quite an old building and wuld 
have to be replaced before very long. 


As the two roomed day school would be used about 
equally by Indians belonging to the R.C. deMomimetion and 
United Church I recommended that it be operated striotly 
under Departmental supervision and non denominational. 
Sufficient time has not yet elapsed for me to have received 
a reply to my letter to Ottawa on the subject. 


As you are aware the services of tw good school 
teachers can be procured at a cost of less than $90.00 per 
month each, which is the rate that the Department pay to the 
present school teacher who thinks that she is expected to do 
some missionary work which I take it, is not a matter of 
concern to the Department.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of Departmental 
-l-1, dated the 6th of August last. This letter 

avrived durifig my absence on holiday and immediately upon my 

turn I called up Indian Agent MoKenzie and asked him to come 
to Regina when convenient and confer with me regarding this and 
other matters in connection with his Agency. The letter referred 
to above is in regard to the best action to take in order to 
provide school facilities for the Protestant children at the 
White Bear's Reserve for whom there 4s no school accommodation. 
fhe number given by Wr. MeKenzie is 25, but there are really more. 
There are at present 30 children attending the Day School on the 
Reserve and it is over crowded with this number. 


I may say that upon enquiry I find that our 
Protestant Residential Schools have now all the children in res- 
{dence that they can accommodate and have waiting lists. When 
submitting the Estimates for the File Hills Residential School, 
an item was inserted for an addition to that school to enable the 
Principal to accommodate a larger number of pupils and he had in 
mind taking in the surplus children from the White Bear's Reserve. 


After talking the matter over with Mr. McKenzie, 
I am of the opinion that it would be more satisfactory to the 
Indians on the White Bear Reserve if an addition were made to the 
Round Lake United Church Residential School. The White Bear 
Reserve is situated about 65 miles from the Round Lake School 
and many of the Indians on the White Bear Reserve are related to 
Indians on the Reserves surrounding the Round Lake School. They 
therefore look with more favor upon the Round Lake School than they 
do on the File Hills School, as the File Hills School is about 
140 miles from their Reserve. It will be readily seen that the 
Round Lake School would be a more desirable point for these 


- children to -

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children to attend, should it be favorably considered to provide 
residential accommodation for them. Personally, I am of the 
opinion that it would be a good thing to have as many of the 
children on the White Bear Reserve taken to the residential 
schools as possible, in view of the fact that the White Bear 

Band are a backward lot of Indians and only throvgh the influence 
of the younger generation can it be expected that they will change 
their habits and become more progressive. The day school may be 
all right in so far as giving them a knowledge of English is con- 
cerned, but they do not get the training or the formation of 
regular habits and instruction in domestic and outdoor employments 
such as farming and the care of cattle. This I consider is a very 
great advantage. 


I may point out that in my inspection reports on 
this school for some years back I recommended that the old portion 
of the Round Lake school should be removed and replaced. This is 
desirable in as much as the old portion of that building has 
passed its usefulness. It would not be an expensive matter to 
add to the Round Lake school, which is 4 frame building, but this 
of course might not be desirable in that it is not even semi- 
fire proof. 


As an alternative, the classroom accommodation at 
the Day School on the White Bear Reserve could be increased. 
The foregoing is respectfully submitted.

Desr Mr. Christenson,- 

I am in receipt of the Department 
communication re. the closing of Indian Day Schools during 
the month of September. I am quite in sympathy with the need 
for economy during the present crisis and am entirely in 
agreement with a salary cut. But I have been wondering if it 
would effect any noticeable economy to close the school as 
well. In other words, I em quite willing to teach during the 
month of September without a pay cheque if the Department will 
but grant me permission to open the school for that month. 


If the Department is willing for this to be done the 
only expense would be the cost of the pencils and scribblers 
used by the pupils during that month. A matter of hardly one 
dollar. All other expenditures such as janitor work and mid- 
day lunch could be so arranged thet they would not increase 
the amount the government are prepared to allow for the nine 
months they suggest school be open. 


Here are a few of the reasons why I consider it would be 
inadvisable to close White Bear's School during September. 


We have no attendance problem at this school as our 
quarterly reports will indicate. As the majority of our pupils 
are juniors they are not kept out to assist with haying and 
other Fall work. Last September our attendance was over 97%. 


I have been trying for the past two years to cultivate 
an interest in school on the part of both pupils and parents. 
I feel that this has been partly achieved and I am afraid that 
a prolonged holiday might create another state of apathy. 


This year we have increased the school garden until it 
consists of almost half an acre. This has been divided up 
into four plots and a different group of children made re- 
sponsible for each plot. Quite an enthusiastic competition 
has resulted and an interested outsider has donated a prize 
for the best plot. But if the school is closed for July, 


August and September the weeds will win the competition. 
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In view of the above facts, and in view of the fact that 
Moose Mountain, being such 4 backward Reserve, requires all 
the educational exposure it can get, I would like to operate 
during September. 


I am not concerned over the salary but I am concerned over 
the welfare of my pupils. After all, I am in Indian work 
because I am keenly interested in Indian education and not 
because of financial remuneration. To me it is ‘exper- 
imental education’ and ten months is none too long a period 
for the conducting of the experiment. I very willingly give 
up my September salary cheque, but I very unwillingly give 
up September school. 


As school can be operated during September with practically 
no additional expense for the government I would greatly 
appreciate it if the Department would grant me permission 
to open the school on September 4th. in accordance with 
the regular schedule.

I wish to report on an inspection made on the above mentioned 
school on the White Bear Reserve, Carlyle, Saskatchewan. This school 
is situated juet a short distance from the old Agency where the 
Farmine Instructor, Mr. J.R. Morrison, now resides. 


The buildine is in fair state of repair and does not require 
any decorating, etc. in the near future. The number of children on 
the roll is 33 and the average attendance is 30. This is quite outstand- 
ing. At the back of the school building there is an additional room 
which is used as @ kitchen. The children eat their lunch on their desks 
and they have a mat which fits on the desk while they are eating. 


Near the school the United Church of canada own ae Mission House 
where the teacher resides and also the nurse together with the man who 
looks after the chores sround the place and his wife. I believe the 
Church Authorities pay part of the salary of the chore man, and the teacher 
and the nurse augment the remainder out of their own salary. 


Mrs. Ke Waywell, the teacher, is very energetic and I would say 
she is obtaining good results. 


I wish to point out here that she has no cupboard room at the 
school for books and stationery, and her desk consists of an old rickety 
table. If the Department would furnish her with some cupboards that 
ean be built on the wall, and a teacher's desk, I am sure it would be 
very much appreciated.

Replying to your above letter regarding Miss Ruth 
Nelson, teacher, I may say that when she was teaching at 
Round Lake Residential School her teaching methods did 
not impress me favorably and I was rather disappointed 
when I heard she was coming to White Bear. However as 
this was erranged with the church authorities I had no 
say in the matter. She was not particularly successful 
at File Hills either. In both these cases she had the 
assistance of the Principal on discipline, but now that 
she is on her own the discipline is poor. 


She would no doubt make a fair sewing matron ina 
Boarding School and I would recommend that she be replaced 
by a make teacher, preferably a married man whose wife 
could act as school matron. 


For the balance of the term perhaps “rs. Morrison 
would be willing to take over and would I know improve 
the existing conditions.

It was a mistake to appoint Mise Nelson at 
the White Bear School as we were all aware that her 
work had been unsatisfactory at Indian Schools where 
she had formerly been employed. She has not the ability 
to keep order 9F to teach when left to her own resources 
in an Indian Day School. 


Mr. Kerley makes a suzgestion as to Mrs. J.R. 
Morrison, wife of the Assistant Indian Agency at the 
said Reserve, who might be employed temporarily as teacher 
at this school. Mrs. Morrison has had many years of 
teaching experience, has a first class certificate and 
taught et the school in question, where her services were 
entirely satisfactory. 


Perhaps a suggestion to this effect might be 
made to the Church authorities. If Miss “elson remains 
at the White Bear Day School for the remainder of this 
term, it is a waste of time as far as the children are 
concerned.

Just after you had left my office last week, 
I received a letter from Mr. Ostrander with regard to Miss Auth 
Nelson, teacher at the above eshool. 


I had written to him in connection with the 
Provineial School Inspecter’s report on Mies Nelson's work at thie 
echool, This report, submitted after a visit of November 9, 1948, 
indieated that Mise Nelson is proving unsatisfactory as a teacher 
at thie school, Om the teacher grading scale she received « 5 
for Health and Language, a © for Appearance, Personality, Initia- 
tive, Diesipline, and a D for Relations, Management, Teacher Skili, 
Preparations and Pupile’ Progress. In other words, she is graded 
as poor in the most important items on the teacher grading scale. 


In his general comments, Mr. hompon states 
as follows: 


“Il was very unfavourably impressed with 
work being carried on thie year in the shite bear School. 
Although the present teacher has had much experience in 
Indien Schools, she continues to teach the acndexic 
subjects only. Seheol hours would appear to be irregular. 
No time-table ie being used, although the time-table of 
the last teacher is still on the wall, Pupils rarely 
epeak and then only in « whisper. 


“Phere is a strong antagonistic spirit in 
the school. ‘the pupile quarrel ond fight. ‘To avoid this 
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Mise Nelson sends those going ° those going “est home 
at different times with the boys at different times. 
All were, however, sent home close enough together to permit 
the last to overtake the first, and the segregstion 

tended only to emphasise the 41] will. Gne or two parents 
came for their ohildren, The school ca not enjoy a success~ 
ful year under present conditions.” 


I was rather perturbed at this report and so 
searched our files for an inspector's report upon Mivs Nelson's 
work at Ahousaht. Unfortunately, we do not have euch a report on 
our files, whieh is probably due to the fact that she wan there 
during the period when we hed no District Inspector of Schools 
for British Columbia, Mr, Indian Superintendent Kerley apparently 
knew of Mise Nelson when she was teaching at the Kound Lake 
Residential School and also at the File Hills Nesidential Seheel. 
In both these cases she had the assistance of the Principal in 
maintaining discipline, but now that she is on her own, the 
diseipline is poor. 


Me, Ostrander feels that Miss Nelson's work is 
unsatisfactory and that she has not the ability to keep order or 
to teach when left to her own resources in an Indian day sehool. 


They both recommend that Urs. J. R. Morrison, 
wife of the Assistent Indien Agent at the above leserve be 
considered as a tenporary replacement for Mies Nelson. A# you 
are probably aware, Mrs. Morricon has had many yoare of vesohing 
experience, has a first clave certificate, and formerly taught 
at the school im question, where her eervices were quite satis- 
factory. Mr. Dobbin made a favourable impression on the acadenic 
work end discipline at this school, I would not like t6)e0e it

I have just had a conversation with Mrs. Loveys, because 
White Bear is really under The Woman's Missionary Society. We both regret 
the kind of report the Inspector has been compelled to give concerning Miss 
Nelson, and, like you, we are perturbed, 


I note that Mr. Ostrander recommends that Mrs. morrison 
be considered as a temporary replacement for Miss Nelson, which indicates 
that you think Miss Nelson should be discharged forthwith. That is not 
go easily done, in addition to which I am not sure of the wisdom of appoint- 
ing the wife of the Agent, - just on general principles. We join with you 
in not liking the idea of seeing the school deteriorating under Miss Nelson, 
but we wonder whether it would be possible for Miss Nelson to continue until 
the end of the year. If this were possible, we would at once communicate 
to her the fact that the Inspector's report had been so unfavorable, and 
both by letter and by conference we would try to get her to improve suffi- 
ciently to get by. I rather think that it would be very helpful if we had 
a married man and his wife on that Reserve; but that is not the point at 
issue . 


I shall be glad to know what you think of the suggestion

You will recall our recent conversation with 
regard to Miss Nelson, teacher at the above school. As I 
advised you, Mrs. Morrison did not wish to return to 
teaching duties but was only persuaded to put her name 
forward for consideration after our field officials had 
discussed the situation with her. 


I would suggest that Mrs. Loveys, both by 
letter and by conference, endeavour to further invest- 
igate this situation. In view of your long experience, 
you can appreciate the dissension which can result from 
having a day school teacher of this type on a reserve, 

I hope that Mrs. Loveys will find it possible to have one 
of her field officials visit this school and thoroughly 

investigate the situation as reported by both the Provin- 
¢ial School Inspector and our own departmental officials. 


I have asked Mr. Indian Superintendent 
Kerley to be prepared to assist in every way in this 
connection, We realize of course that much will depend on 
present weather conditions in this part of the country.

Dear ir. Graham:- 

I beg to submit the following report 
on the White Bear School in the Moose ilountain agency, 
inspected on January 12th, 1927. 

This school is of frame structure 
and will accommodate about 32 children. It is the old 
style school with three large windows on both sides. 
The blackboard extends acress the front with one piece 
off each side and rear wall. The side and rear pisces 
of board are badly worn and are of little use. 

There is an outside entrance where the 
children hang their coats and wraps. This was clean 
and tidy. Whe floor in this antrance was badly worn, 
in fact, a hole was worn through it. The school-room 
was clean. The floor in this room is badly worn and 
very difficult to keep clean. 

The number of Indian children enrolled 
is 22, -Boys 16 and girls 6, and the highest gerade is 
Grade lll. some of these children have about 2g or 3 
miles to come and yet the attendance as shown by the 


register is fairly good.

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I noticed the window blinds were 
poor and not in working order, and a number of the 
seats are very old and about ready to fall apart. The 
Stove is a box heater; quite satisfactory but one 
corner is broken. This allows the ashes and Sparks 
to escape and there is always a danger from fire. 

The discipline was good. ‘The children 
were neat and clean. Their school work was fair. These 
children are very self-conscious and it is difficult to 
set them to either speak or read very loudly. I believe 
the teacher devotas considerable time to this part of 
his work. Their writing and arithmetic was fcood, and 
their exercise books clean and the work neatly done. 

Mr. Kerr, the teacher, holds a Second 
Class Professional and I believe he is doine good work. 

He is very interested in the welfare of the Indian ahildren. 

Mrs. Kerr prepares the noon-day meal for 
these children in her own home and it is then taken across 
to the school for the children to eat. TI was not present 
at the noon-hour but I believe the children receive 
abundance. The dinner consists of soup and biscuits,some- 
times boiled vegetables and rice. 

I might add,in addition to the Indian 
children, five white children attend. Some of these I 
believe, are in Grades V11ll and 1X. ‘These children belong 
to the teacher and agent on the resarve.

I would also recommend that a new 
heater be purchased, at a cost of about @30.00, as you 
will note the Inspector says there is a danger of fire 
with the heater at present in use.

In connection with the issue of biscuits 
to the pupils to supplement their mid-day lunch, I 
have to say that the quantity allowed is four ounces 
por il per day. The returns from the school show 
hat re has been an average attendance of approxi- 
mately fifteen pupils and, therefore, three and three 
quarter pounds of bisouits should be ample. As there 
are approximately two hundred teaching days in the 
sehool year, a total of seven hundred and fifty pounds 
of biscuite is all that should be necessary if reason- 
able care is taken by the teacher in issuing same.

In reply I beg to say that you should arrange to have this 
work carried out during the coming Christmas holidays. You should 
engage the services of a competent man to do the work - closing in 
the space occupied by the two windows on the east side and in- 
stalling two new windows on the west side. You may purchase the 
quantity of sheeting, drop siding, V joint, nails, etc., required 
in carrying out this work, Should any new windows, sashes, etc., 
be required, they may also be purchased. You will be good enough 
to keep all expense as low as possible, having in view the carrying 
out of a satisfactory job. The Department will leave this matter 
in your hands to make the best arrangements for the proposed changes 
in the lighting system of the classroom, 


When the work has been completed, you should forward a 
properly certified voucher, in duplicate, covering the cost of the 
labour and for the material required. 


An order is being placed with the Government Stationery 
Office hereto forward to the teacher's address the quantity of 
asbestoslate blackboard required, viz. 13' x 4", with chalk trough 
and moulding. It is noted that this board is to be placed on the 
east wall. In installing this board you should be guided by the 
public school inspector's recommendation as mentioned in official

I have taken up with the teacher the 
matter of the cleanliness of the school floor. 
The floor is swept every day but should be scrubbed 
at least every two weeks. The janitor work of 
sweeping the floor and lighting the fire is done 
jointly by the teacher and his two daughters, but 
the scrubbing is done by an Indian woman at in- 
frequent intervals. ‘The teacher, Mr. Kerr, states 
that the amount paid for janitor work is insufficient 
to provide for more frequent scrubbing of the floor.

Ottawa, Maroh 10, 1928, 


With reference to that portion of your report 
for the month of February, last, on the White Bear Indian 
Day School relative to the sweeping and sorubbing of the 
floor of the classroom, I have to say that the Department 
would be prepared to consider the payment of a small 
salary for the services of a janitor to perform the 
sweeping, lighting of fires and scrubbing. The amount 
usually allowed ia about $50 per year for these services. 
For this amount it is expected that the floor will be 
sorubbed at least once every two weeks, swept regularly, 
and the fire lighted each morning in time before the 
Classroom work begins. Any snow shovelling and 
cleaning of the windows should also be attended to, If 
you gan obtain the services of the teacher or an Indian 
to do this work satisfactorily, the Department will be 
pleased to hear from you, stating the arrangements you 
Can make,

The Department has received the report of Mr. 
Inspector Hamilton on his recent visit to the hite Bear 
Indien Day Sehool. I have to request that you will draw 
to the attention of the teacher the followin re arks of 
the Inspector: - 


He states that while the elassroom wae tidy and 
glean, the wash basins and the bench upon which they are 
kept were not in a cleanly eondition: further, that the 
teacher 41d not have the children wash before lunch. The 
teacher should insist upon cleanliness of pervon among the 
pupils, and, as there are facilities provided for the 
purpose, he should see that the children wash up before 
partaking of lunch. 


He further states that the soup for the noonday 
meal ie made by Mrs. Kerr in her home, brought over and 
served to the children and the dishes are then returned 
and attended to by Mre. Kerr. ‘This school is provided with 
a kitehen and supplied with a stove and table. Two rooms 
adjoin it, one of which is supplied with a large white eink 
for dish-washi ami a pump for soft water, and the other 
ie equipped wi a@ good enamel bath and looking glace. 

These rooms are on used for storage and are not evon kept 
clean and tidy - all of whieh is wasted effort. The teacher 
should be instructed to see that these rooms are kept clean 
and tidy, and it is not understood why the preparation of 
the midday lunch could not be carried out in the room for 
that purpose. You should draw thie matter to the attention 
of the teacher and have him carry out the above requirements 
of the Department. 


The egy states, further, that the fence 
about the sohool is in a disgraceful condition, as many of 
the posts have rotted off, and the wire is badly bent and 
twisted. We understand that you have boon instructed by 
Mr. Commissioner Graham to have the teacher, himself, fix 
the fence ané arrange to have a garden plot broxen. 


I shall be pleased to hear fran you rogarding 
the above requirements.

However, I 
instructed the Agent to have this fence repaired, after I knew the 
condition in which it was found, 


Inspector Hamilton visited this school during 
summer, and he points out that he found the children were not 
washing before taking their midday meal, and that Mr. Kerr, 
this matter was brought to his attention, said it would 
much time.

They appeared fairly well along in their work, although 
there is no outstanding progress. The work in the 
exercise books was fairly neat, although the books were 
not kept clean. 
The classroom was tidy, but as there were 
no screens on the windows a great many large flies

swarmed about the room and disturbed the attention of the 
children. In order that the room be properly aired, it 
is necessary to keep these windows open and screens 
should be provided as it will be impossible to remain 
in the room when the mosquitoes become bad. A screen

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A new fence was erected last year around 
the school property and this has greatly improved the 
appearance of the place. 

A emall garden plot was broken, but will 
not be put into garden this year. The Agent intends 
to have it properly worked and made ready for garden 
purposes next year. 

I found some repair work was needed on 
the toilets and these also need to be thoroughly cleaned. 
The Agent had instructed this work to be done, but 
apparently he was misunderstood, and assured me that the 


repair work would be carried out, as well as having them 


properly ghsaned. 


— Mr. GC. B. Kerr, the teacher who has been 


| in charge for the past two years, will be leaving at the 
end of the present term, and J understand that a lady is 
being appointed by the Church to work with Miss Ferguson, 
a Deaconess, who is also appointed by the Church. I 
have no doubt that this change will be an improvement 


| as I found it very difficult for lire Kerr to adapt 
himself to the teaching of Indian children. Wo doubt, 
4f this change is made, some repair work will be 
needed to the kitchen in connection with the school. 
As pointed out in previous reports, this kitchen has 
never been used since lir. Kerr was placed in charge, 
ana the children receive no instruction in the 
preparation of meals or in the washing of dishes. lo 


doubt the new teacher and deaconess will wish to carry 


out this line of work and this will necessitate a 


\_ contain amount of repair work. / the basement to the 


kitchen i8 infested with rats and already they have 
gnawed through the floor, which will now need to be

The tank used as a cistern has been left 
to freeze and no doubt is destroyed. However, this 
could be removed and a smaller tank installed which 
would be large enough, no doubt, to meet the requirements.

BEAR INDIAN DAY SCHOOL. 


The case of Dri Milk supplied in October,

A noon-day lunch is provided which consists 
of soup and biscuits. The girls prepare the meal and wash 
the dishes. Miss Anderson remains at school during the noon 
hour and supervises the work as well 4s the children's

The school building is in good repair. Outside 
windows were provided and these greatly improved conditions, 48 
it was difficult to heat the building previously. 

This year an effort will be made % nave @ 
school garden. This side of the work has nad practically no 
attention during the past and the garden usually turned out to 
he little hetter than @ weed patch. Miss anderson is interested 
in outside work, and I am sure the work will be carried on equal- 
ly as well as is the classroom wore 

The attendance during the past few 
dropped so tA the average ranges between ¥ and 10. Some 
the children live a distance of about 3 miles from the school, 
and lately the roads have heen very bade. As soon 45 the snow 
is gone I would expect a much better attendancee I &m pleased 
to report the marked change at this school, and I feel the 
Department is fortunate in the appointment of Miss anderson 
as teacher.

The buildings consist of the school and 
toilets. From the outside, they appear in fairly 
good condition. ‘The school is very old and I under- 
stand cold in winter. They are owned by the Department 
of Indian Afrairs. 


Sereens should certainly be provided. There 
were innumerable flies in the school. Sereen doors should 
@lso be provided. The ventilation was not the best. I 
could discern a distinct odor. Possibly this is un- 
avoidable. 
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Ottawa, August 15, 1930. 


I have your 308-11 of the 9th instant, 
enclosing the report of the Provincial School 
Inspector, Mr. W. Lewis, on his visit in June, 
last, to the White Bear Indian Day School. The 
Department has noted the reference made by the 
Inspector to the supplying of screens for the 
windows and for one door. If you consider that 
these screens are required before next Spring, 
you may arrange for the purchase and delivery of 
same to the school. It is thought, however, that 
it may not be necessary to supply this equipment 
at the present time.

Inspector Hamilton's report on White Bear Indian Day 
Dear li, Graham: - 

I have the honour to submit the following 
report on the White Bear Indian Day School, inspected on 
June llth, 1931. 

The teacher in charge is Miss L. R. Nelson. 
The roll calls for 23 pupils, and I found 12 present. 

The average for May was 15.9, and the June attendance, go 


far, is higher. ‘The grades are arranged as follows:- 


The children appeared to be well along in 
their grades, and a marked improvement can be noted in the 
manner in which they read and speak. ‘Two years ago they 
could scarcely speak beyond a whisper and appeared too shy 
and frightened to attempt answering the most simple 
questions; today such is not the case. 

The children were fairly well clothed, neat 
in appearance, and clean. All had their hair neatly combed, 

The classroom was tidy and bright. A screen 
door has been provided, also screens for the windows, so 
that I found the room well aired and free of flies. 

A noon-day meal is provided, and this igs 
prepared in the school kitchen by the Girls, under the 
supervision of the teacher. I found the kitchen tidy, 

We. Me. Graham, Esq., and the 


Indim Commissioner, 
Regina, Sask. 
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and the wash sink clean. The children are provided with 
individual towels and cups. Miss Nelson is the first 
teacher for years to make use of the kitchen, which is 
fairly well equipped and most suitable for the work. 
However, if this room is to be used during the coming 
winter, some work will be needed on the foundation, and 
storm windows should be provided. The room is on the north 
side of the building and is very cold and draughty. 

The eavetroughing needs repairing as most of 
the water is lost before it reaches the cistern. ‘The soft 
water is used for dishwashing and for the children. 

& garden wag planted, but, due to the 
extremely dry weather, has made little headway, and I 
doubt if it will amount to much. 

Miss Nelson is doing excellent work, and I 
was delighted with the manner in which the work is carried

I Beg to inform the Department that on a recent 
visit to ite Bear's Day School I found that the soft 
water tank in the cellar is badly damaged and will have 
to be replaced.This tank is 8 ft long,6 ft wide,and 6 ft 
deep, is rectangular in shape,constructed of galvanised 
iron encased in a plank form for support.The tank was 
constructed close against the earth side of the cellar, 
and the planks on one side have now become rotten through 
contact with the earth and have allowed the earth wall to 
cave in and hreak one long side of the tank. 

There is no well at the school and soft water storage 
is depended on entirely for cleansing purposes-drinking 
water is carried from the well at the mission which is 
about 150 yards away. 


The present tank has several times previously 
developed leaks and has been repaired but it is now beyond 
repair;it appears to have been in use since the additions 

were built on to the school many years ago. 


I would suggest that one or tvo round galvanised 
tanks be igstalled,in place of the old tank,with a storage 
capacity of 40 to 50 barrels. 


I included an item of $200 in the Estimates for 
1932/4 for repairs at this school.

Sir:- 

I find that there is very little bread being made by the Indians 
of the White Bears Band aya very little effort has been made by the 
Indians in this connection in the past. I have talked to the Indians 
considerably on this question and it seems that the chief reason why 
very little bread is baked is in the fact that so few of them have 
stoves fit for baking. I have always looked upon the use of bread 
instead of bannock as a very progressive step in improving the 
Indian's home conditions and I have wondered if the Department 
would consider using Band Funds of this Band for the purchase of 
stoves where they are needed and where they will be used for this 
purpose. 

I would submit two reasons that in my opinion are «ood ones for 
this step, first that the use of bread instead of bannock saves a 
great deal of flour, second that the children of this Reserve attend 
the Day-school and walk a distance of from two to eight miles per day 
going to and from school and I found upon enquiries from 22 pupils 
that only two have bread in their homes, the remainder having only 
bannock and a majority of those using bannock make this daily trip 
with absolutely nothing in their stomachs but a piece of bannock 
and a cup of tea. As the mid-day meal at this school has been dtscon- 
timued reference Dept. Letter 113=1-5 March 15th. last, the majority 
of the children will be badly undernourished and not fit for the 
walking expected of them and I expect that irregular school attendance 
will be the result, 

If the Department is not prepared to approve of the supplying 
of stoves I beg to enquire whether consideration would be given 
to the expenditure of an amount not exceeding $100.00 per annum from 
Band Funds, the money to be used for providing a mid-day meal to the 
children at school.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 112-1-1 

of the 2nd. instant in connection with the suggested erection 
of a day school at the White Bears Indian Reserve. 

As you are no doubt aware the building which is at present 
being used as a day school is very ola and hardly worth spending 
a great deal of money on and will accommodate less than one half 
of the available pupils from that Reserve. 

If the Department seriously considers the erection of a 
aay school at that point would it not be advisable to erect a 
two room day school sufficiently large to accommodate from 70 
to 75 pupils. 

On the rolls of the day school at present there are 29 pupils, 

a further 9 pupils are now of age to attend sohool and 12 more 
will be old enough by the time a new gohool could be erected. There 
are 12 2.C..children of this Reserve attending Residential Schools, 
11 at the “u'Appelle School and 1 at the Cowessess I.R.Sehool and 
3 Protestant children attending the Brandon Sehool. 

The three schools mentioned are well able to fill their quota 
without taking any children from hite Bears Reserve and I am sure 
that if a 2 room undenominational school were in operation the 
ehildren would be receiving a useful education at a mach lower 
per capita cost. 

The available children of school age by the beginning of next 
term after allowing for five possible discharges would be 60 of 
which about one half are members of the RC, Ghuroh and the other 
haaf members of the United Church and while do not wish the 
Department to feel that any favoritésm is shown in the day school 
to members of either church under the present arrangement I believe 
that a day school operated striotly under Departmental Supervision 
with the teachers responsible only to the Department would be 
more satisfactory to all. 

If the Department decides to erect 4 2 room day school it 
should be erected at a point approximately one mile directly west 
of the present day school then the greatest distance that any 
child would have to travel to school would be 3 miles and I believe 
that the operation of one 2 roomed day school together with a small 
outlay for transportation during bad weather would be more economical 
than the operation of two small schools which would be perhaps 3 
miles apart. 

There is another point whieh deserves some consideration viz:-. { 
the fact that the present day school is operated more or less under 
the auspices of the Upited Chureh and as the two denominations 
are evenly divided I presume that a second day school would be 
expected by the R. C. Authorities to be run under their auspices, thé 
the question immediately arises in connection with transportation 
of R.C.children from the east side of the reserve to the west and 
véce verea. A 2 roomed school operated strictly by the Depargment 
would overcome this diffioubty. 

As I have no idea what the views of the Department are in 
thie matter I am pointing out the circumstances as I véew them 
and I shall be gjad to furnish any further information which might 
be of agssistanc

To erect two-roomed school building 
with living quarters for two teachers - $8,000. 


The above amount is provided in the 
Estimates, 1935-36, to erect a two-roomed day 
school building te provide classroom accom- 
modation for 75 children and living quarters for 
two teachers. Each classroom should provide 
seating accommodation for approximately 
36 children. 


It will be necessary to obtain a 
site, centrally located, making it possible 
to have approximately 80% of the children 
reside within one mile and very few at a 
gouee distance. The site selected should 

dry, level and with water supply available. 
It would require approximately 1g to 2 acres 
for buildings and playground. 


Besides the achool building, it 
would be necessary to erect toilets and a 
woodshed. Mr. Agent Ostrander would arrange 
for the obtaining of the site.

I have had a letter from the teacher at the White 
Sears Day School regarding the need for food supplies for the 
mid-day meal for the pupils at that school and she has also 
mentioned the matter of purchasing and keeping a cow in 
order to provide milk. 


With regard to the milk question I certainly do 
not approve of the supplying of a cow and it would be nothing 
but a source of trouble but Drimilk has been used some time ago 
at that point and | understand was found satisfactory. 


I have advised her that ft am taking up the matter 
with the Departmen$. I would be glad to be advised as to 
what money will be available this year for that purpose, 


I may state that the Indians on this Reserve are 
very poor, the children have to come to school in many cases 
& to 4 miles on foot and practically the only decent meal 
they have in the course of the day is the meal provided 
@t the school and that has been rather on the small side 
lately. 

I appreciate the financial difficulty is the main 
question but I feel that in this case it is a matter of money 
exceptionally well expended as besides placing the children 
in a far better condition to receive the education offered 
them it greatly benefits their physical condition and I have 
no hesitation in strongly recommending that the Department 
consider this as favourably as possible.

The Department is in receipt of your letter of 
the 27th ultimo, requesting a further amount for midday 
meal purposes at the White Bear's Indian Day School. 

In estimating the cost of serving a midday meal at this 
school, the teacher overlooked the fact that the Department 
supplied nine hundred (900) pounds of biscuits, which cost 
slightly over $90.00. 


The amount already allowed for midday meal 
purposes is considered sufficient to provide a meal until 
the fine weather starts. This is the only provision that 
our funds will permit us allowing and, therefore, it will 
not be possible to grant the further amount requested in 
your recent letter. I may add that, at other Indian day 
schools where midday meals are provided, it is distinctly 
understood that the Department will only allow funds for 
the purpose during the extremely cold weather.

I beg to attach a Requisition from Mr. McKenzie, Crooked Lakes 
Agency, for $56.15 worth of supplies for the mid-day meals, White Bear 
School. 


In arriving at this figure, Mr. McKenzie has allowed 2k cents 
a meal, then deducted the amount of biscuits supplied by the Department. 
This should, in the opinion of two of our experienced Day School teachers, 
supply a nourishing meal, and I would recommend that it be granted. 


It will be noted that he is asking for 100 lbs. of onions and 
100 lbs. of carrots. Onions and carrots were planted in the Community 
Garden at White Bear this season, but were destroyed by the grasshoppers 
and other pests, consequently will have to be purchased. With regard 
to the biscuits supplied by the Department, it is very doubtful, in my 
mind, whether on Reserves where we can secure meat, vegetables, etc., 
4t is economical to supply these biscuits. A saving might be made by 
discontinuing the biscuits and increasing the amount of meat and 
vegetables. This is a matter I am taking up with our experienced 
teachers, and upon receipt of their replies I will submit a report.

I beg to advise that I am in receipt of a letter from 
Mrs. Mabel K. Waywell, teacher at the above school, drawing attention 
to the fact that atethe opening of the next term they will have an 
enrollment of 39 pupils, and that their allowance for the mid-day 
meal is $50.00 or an expenditure of 25¢ a day for tthe 200 teaching 
days. She points out that this is not wufficient to give a nourishing 
lunch and asks that the amount be increased. 


It is the opinion of all engaged in the field that a nourish- 
ing mid-day lunch is of the utmost importance. It is the only nour- 
ishing meal which many of our day school children receive. This 
particularly applies to White Bear Reserve, where the health con- 
ditions are probably the worst in the Province. I have no hesitation 
in stating that a good, mourishing mid-day meal would do more to 
build up these children and improve their health than double the 
amount of money spent in any other way. I would recommend that 


this allowance be increased +>

Until last year it was our custom to supply 
biscuits and allow an additional amount of $50.00 for 
the academic year. In 1939 the late Inspector Robertson 
strongly recommended increasing the amount to $75.00 
plus biscuits. 


Due to the reduction in our appropriation 
biscuits were not purchased this year but we have 
authorized an expenditure of $75.00. I am now in 
receipt of a letter from the Agent requesting that this 


be increased to $100.00 as he states there are 34 pupils 
ohsenting the school and that they come from very poor 
omes. 


It must be kept in mind by all officials 
that economies have to be effected in every possible 
way. Sesides, at the majority of Indian day schools in 
Canada it has been the custom to only serve a midday 
lunch during the winter months. apparently without any 
specific instructions to that effect the teacher in charge 
of the White Bears School serves a midday lunch throughout 
the entire academic year.

Deer Sir: 


I wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
No. 113-1-5 of the 22nd instent in connection with the request 
of Mr. Kerley, the Indian Agent at Broadview, that White Beer School 
be given $100.00 a year to supply « mid-day meal to the children 
there. 


I happened to visit the school last week and I 
found a very competent teacher in charge in the person of 
Mrs. Mabel K. Waywell, who is full of energy and I would say is render- 
ing splendid work in this institution. However, as the Provincial 
Superintendent of Schoole was there a few days eheed of me, we will 
wait until we receive his report. In looking over the registration 
I found that there were 34 pupils on the roll and an average attendance 
for the year of approximately 50. For an Indian Day School this is 
outstanding. 


One hundred dollars a year for the mid-day meal 
would be approximately $11.10 per month, or ~55¢ per day. The 
Department must know that the White Bear Indians sre a very poor lot. 
Tuberculosis and scrofula are rampant on this Reserve, The Indians 
have had seven crop failures in a row and this Fall is the first year 
for many that the Indians have had any returns at all. I am sure 
our Branch will reeslize that the children need something nourishing 
for a mid-dey meal, coming from homes probably where they receive 
nothing but a little bannock and tee for breakfast. This .55¢ per 
day providee something to make soup with for the children, the vegetables 
used are erown there. I think if our Branch want to be reasonsble they 
will aeree with me that this .55¢ a day is not excessive.

10. The Indians have renewed their request for the 
Day Senool re-opening of the day school, and are very vegent in 
ee the matter. They complain that some of their children 
are coming to be almost hevond the age “or attend 
ance at school and yet as thev have never had a sehool 
to attend thev are entirely withont edneation. They 
have been acked repeatedly to send their children 
to theindustrial or boarding schools; but thev are 
strongly onvosed to the idea, and sav that thev will 
never allow their children to leave home *or the mr 
pose of attending school. I have observed that about 
half the Indiine of this Band over 21 yoars Of age, 
or practically all between 20 and 40 vears, are able 
to speak, read and write Fnglish, while those under 
21 ean eneak but a few words and cannot Tread or write. 
This certainly is an unfortunate state of things. 
There are at present 14 children of school age in 
the Rand. Two of these are at QuaAppelle at present, 
but it is understood that their father would bring 
them back promptly in case a svhool were opened here. 
They are not attendine sehool at Qu'Apnelle, but merely 
ataving with a relative. 

The total nopulation, ami the school population, 
have been rather steady for sore vears past; and they 
are #0 located on the reserve that all wonld be within 
three quarters of a mile from a achool eentrally 


situated. 
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It is impossible to predict with absolute certainty 


what the future of the Band may be; but to all present 
appearances a school would be usefml and successful

Replying to your letter of the 5th inst., as to 
a building available for school purposes on the Moose Woods 
reserve, I have the honour to state that there is a small 
building used as church, and precisely in the right loca+ 
tion, which would, I am sure, be gladly loaned for school 
purposes by the authorities of the Methodist Church, to 
whom it belongs. The building is of logs, well roofed, 
properly lighted, and suitable for use temporarily. 

For teacher's dwelling there is no house quite 
suitable to be had on or near the reserve. However, a new, 
clean, Indians' dwelling, constructed of logs, with good 
floor and shingle roof, and consisting of two rooms, might, 
I think, be had near by at a rental of about $10 per month, 
The rooms are a fair size, and if the teacher's family were 
very small such quarters might suit temporarily. 

The noon meal could be prepared and served either 
in the kitchen of the teacher's house or in an Indian's 
kitchen near by, as might be found most convenient. 

In case you decide to adopt some such measure 
I shall visit the reserve and make the best arrangement 
possible.

I would not 
mind bearing it alone, but when it comes to my wife 
and children having to bear it it ie more than can 
be expected.

With furtner reference to correspondence with regard 
to the Rev. R. H. Sanderson taking up school duties again., 
I received a letter from Mr. Sanderson part of which reads 
ae follows: "To-day I have written the Department asking 
them to accept my resignation unless they fall into line 
with a suggestion, “That rcome be obtained in Dundurn and 
that the children be kept here continuously until suitable 
facilities be obtained on the Reservation for the con+ 
ducting of the school.” Owing to sickness that Mra. 
Sanderson had in the month ot January she wae not able to 
return with me, whioh makes my task of teaching impossible 
under existing conditions." 


I have just returned from Dundurn where I interviewed 
Mr. Sandereon regarding this matter and beg to report as 
follows: 


I find that Mr. Sanderson while taking charge of the 
school on the Reserve attended to three Methodist missions 
where he held services every Sunday. These services were 
held at Dundurn, Coate's School, nine miles north-east of 
Dundurn, and Woodview School, five miles north-east of 
Dundurn. In order to do this he apparently left the 
Reserve on Saturday morning and did not return until Monday 
noon, Mre. Sanderson taking charge of the echool in hie 
absences Owing to the fact that Mre. Sanderson has not 
yet returned from the Old Country Mr. Sandereon appar- 
ently does not wish to do hie own housekegping on the 
Reserve. 


I pointed out to Mr. Sanderson that the suggestion he 
made in his letter to the Department was an impossible 
one and it is quite evident that he made this suggestion 
with the idea of having an arrangement with the Department 
which would enable him to carry on his mission work. It 
is quite apparent, however, that ‘he school work as far as 
he is concerned is a secondary consideration. 


When at the Reserve on Friday last I called at the 
school and from what I observed I am satisfied so far as 
Mr. Hawke is concerned he has made considerable improvement 
since my previous visit. While his methods of teaching are 
not of the best yet I notice that the pupile are making 
some progress and the discipline is perfectly good. Mr. 
Hawke understood that he was to give place to Mr. Sanderson 
right away, but I advised him to continue teaching and in 
all probability the Department would aek him to continue 
echool until summer vacation. This he was quite agreeable 
to do. Mr. Hawke,so far,has no farm operations to attend 
to so that he is at liberty to continue. 


I would recommend that Mr. Hawke be asked to teach until 
summer vacation and in the mean time a teacher be found to 
take the place of Mr. Sanderscn.

With further reference to your No. 119699+1 of May 10.19 
authorizing Mr. Charlie Hawke to continue teaching at the 
above school until euch time as & new teacher should be 
appointed. In making the temporary arrangement with Mr. 
Hawke I was of the Opinion that a permanent teacher would, 
no doubt, be appointed to take charge of the school after 
the summer vacation and arranged with Mr. Hawke accordingly. 
Charlie Hawke, being able to make much more money by harvest= 
ing and threshing this fall, is therefore not desirous of 
continuing to teach. I have seen the Rev. C. Endicott of 
Saskatoon, Superintendent of Methodist Missions, who in- 
forme me that he is trying to arrange for a teacher to take 
charge of the school at one@. Ae this school should now 
be open I considered it advisable to advise you just what 
had taken place, 

As you are, no doubt, aware, there is no proper accomo= 
dation on this Res-rve for a teacher and thie I discussed 
with Mr. Endicott. I think that arrangements could be made 
by the teacher with the Forest Ranger, whose residence 
adjoine the Reserve, to rent ® rooms for about $10.00 per 
month until such time as & permanent teacher's residence is 
erected at the Reserve, I have no doubt that Mre.

This school has not yet beem re-opened owing to 
the fact that a teacher has not yet been secured. I 
have had the neceseary work done on the school building 
authorized by the Department, and the building is now 
made comfortable and in good shape. I have been in 
correspondence with the Rev. C. Endicott, Saskatoon, 
who now advises me that so far he has been unsuccessful 
in getting a teacher for this school. He is in hopes, 
however, of getting a suitable man to take up this work 
to @ommence January let and I am in hopes that he will 
succeed in this, as,in the interests of this Band,I 
consider it highly advisable that this school should be 
re-opened at the earliest possible dates 
I have written to the Rev. Mr. Endicott suggesting 
to him that in the event of his not being able to secure 
a suitable man for January lst, he make a temporary 
arrangement with Mr. Charlie Hawke, who taught in this 
school for a few monthe after Mr. Sanderson left. I 
found that the children made some progrese under Mr. 
Hawke and the Imdians on this Reserve are very anxious 
to have the sohool re-opened at once.

Replying to yours of March 28th No. 119699/1 
re the teacher for Moose Wood Reserve: 


The Department no doubt is aware of the fact that 
there is no suitable place on this Reserve for a man 
to live. For this reason we have been unable to keep 
a white man as teacher. If as sugeested by your agent 
@ residence can ve ouilt, or some suitable house 
obtained, we would be able to secure a permanent teacher 
for this work. 


I believe that this is the only solution from our 
experience in the past and from all I know of the 
conditions on this reserve. If the Department can 
undertake to build, I would suggest that it would be 
very inexpensive and not large. A house 20 x 24 with 
a sumer kitchen would be l¥arge enough. |! re would 
be no use of providing for a man with a family on the 
account of lack of school accommodation for white 
children.

As you are aware, Mr, Coveney is now 
the teacher of the White Uap Sioux Indian Bay School on 
the Moose Woods Reserve, 


The September quarter return showed 
that the school was only open for 12 days during that 
quarter, but, as the Department feels that the church 
authorities had, no doubt, yess his salary in full, a 
cheque for the full quarter's salary was sent to the 
‘reasurer of the Methodist Weskenate Society. 


The December quarter return, which 
hes just been recéived, shows that the school was open 
for 31 days only. On the return the teacher states that 
the reason for this was that he had to close the school 
on November 17th owing to it being impossible to proceed 
daily, from Dundurn to the school, It is apparent from 
this that the teacher is residing in Vundurn, which must 
be, at least, about twelve miles from the sehool, 


It is evident from the number of 
days that the school was open duting the September and 
December quarters that this arrangement is not going to 
prove satisfactory for the successful earrying on of the 
school work. The Department feels that it should only 
pay Mr. Coveney grant for the December quarter for 31 
days, but, beére making any payment I am placing the 
matter before you, 


I would be pleased to receive a 
full report fwom you, furnishing your views in regard 
to the general situation that has arisen at tiis school,

Reverend Sir,- 


In September, 1921, Rev. lir. Ferrier 
arranged for Mr. H, EB, Coveney to take charge of the White 
Cap Sioux Indian Day School on the Moose Woods Reserve. 


The September return showed that the 
school was only open for twelve days during that quarter but, 
as the Department felt that the chureh authorities had, no 
doubt, paid his salary in full, a cheque for his full quarter's 
salary was sent to your general treasurer. 


The December quarter return showed 
that the school was open 31 days,only, during that quarter, 
The Devartment decided to allow salary for two months and a 
cheque for $100.00 is being forwarded under separate cover. 


From information received it is ap- 
parent that the teacher resides in Dundurn, which must, at 
least, be twelve miles from the school and this, no doubt, 
accounts for the few number of days that this school was con- 
ducted during the September and December quarters. It is 
doubtful, however, ig this arrangement will prove satisfac- 
tory and I would be pleased if you would advise whether you 
have had any report on the work that is being dene. As we 
have no agent at this point, the only news received by the 
Department is the information required by the quarterly return, 


I might point out that the Depart- 
ment is considering placing in the Supplementary Ustimates 
an item covering the cost of the erection of a combined 
school and teacher's residence at. this place. If this work 
is proceeded with we would like to seoure, if possible, the 
services of a man and his wife, the former to act as over=- 
seer and the latter as teacher. 


Kindly advise if you consider a 
suitable couple could be seaured,.

I duly received your letter of April 4th, 
in which you enquire about the teacher in the White Cap Sioux Indian 
Day Sehool on the Moose Woods Reserve. 


Our information is to the effect that for a time Rev.H.E. 
oveney, who serves the Dundurn Mission, drove in from his field to 
supply this school, but et the present time a Mr. Hawke is the teacher 
in charge. He is paid at the rate of $3.00 a day for five days a 
week service. You will probably get the returns for the January 
Quarter in a short time, which will show the number of days the school 
has been kept open. 


We are glad to note that you are placing in the supplementary 
estimates an item covering the erection of a combined school and 
teacher's residence on the above Reserve. We will interest ourselves 
in helping to secure a man and his wife - the former to act as overseer 
and the latter as teacher, as suggested in your letter. 


I am very sorry to learn by a wire received from Mr.J. D. 
McLean, that Dr. Duncan Scott has sustained injury and is unable to 
transact business. I trust that it is not very serious. 


A delegation representing the Anglican, Presbyterian and 
Methodist Churches has arranged to be in Ottawa on Thursday, April the 
13th, to interview the Premier, the Finance Minister, the Superinten- 
dent General, and if possible the Deputy Superintendent General of 
Indian Affairs, re including in the supplementary estimates a grant to 
erect the buildings we badly need.

I sent Rev. Arthur Barner a copy of the 
letter which I wrote you on April Tth, with a statement of the 
situation as I understood it in connection with the School on the 
Moose Woods Reserve. He replies in part as follows:- 


"The statement you make to Mr. Russel] Ferrier is true, 
as far as it goes, but I shall be glad if you will write to 
him again upon receipt of this, completing the statement. 
It is as follows:- 


"When I visited this Reserve on the 3lst of January last 
I found that the school had been closed since the 17th of 
November last, owing to the fact that Mr. Coveney could not 
get through so much deep snow every day. I proposed to the 
Indians that Mr. Charles Hawke (who had taught there pre- 
viously) be engaged by Mr. Coveney as supply until he could 
again resume duties in the spring, Mr. Coveney to be recog- 
nized as in charge of the school, This was agreed to by all 
concerned. I reported my action to Rev.C.Endicott and to 
Rev.C.W.Brown of Saskatoon. They agreed to this as a 
temporary arrangement. 


"I agree with Mr. Ferrier's judgment that the plan of 
supplying the school from Dundurn is impracticable and I so 
reported to Messrs. Endicott and Brown when I returned from 
the Reserve. They, however, wished to give the scheme a good 
try-out. On the other hand we are up against the difficulty 
of being absolutely unable to station a teacher there as 
there ig no building in which to live. Mr.Hawke is a member 
of the Band and has his home on the Reserve. I would not be 
in favor of engaging him for any great length of time as 
teacher, though it is much better to have him in charge than 
it would be to close the school. 


"I think the Department has treated us very generously 
as far as the finances for this year are concerned. I also 
think that Mr. Ferrier's suggestion of a man and wife there 
to take charge of the Reserve and the school is the ideal 
arrangement. Strange to say I received an application from 
a graduate of one of our Agricultural Colleges just this 
morning, who, I think, would fill such a place. I am corres- 
ponding with him and if I think him suitable I will send his 
name to Mr. Ferrier. 


"Since I returned from Toronto I received word from 
Rev.C.W.Brown that Dundurn has entered the Union ranks and 
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Mr,R.T Ferrier. “2 


"that as @ consequence it will be impossible for the minister 
at that point to teach school at Moose Woods after the 
present year. All things work together for good.”

Dear Dr. Manning: - 


I have yours of the 7th and 19th inetant, referring 
to the White Cap Sioux Indian Day School on the Moose Wood 
reserve. I am still hopeful that funde will be provided this 
year for the erection of @ combined school and teacher'e 
residence. In the event of success in thie connection, you 
will be aeked to nominate a man and hie wife for thie recerve. 
The lady could do the teaching, at a salary eay of $750 per 
annum plus whatever bonue is allowed by law. The man could 
act ae lay mieeionary for the church and would receive from 
the Department a emall etipend ae overseer, a second remuner- 
ation as janitor and a third payment in case the servicee of 
@ truant officer are required. A total of perhape $360 per 
annum could be offered for theese services, or a grand total 
for man and wife of $1250, which includes the present bonue. 


If the Mieeionary society could give eay $350 a 
year to the man for services ae mieeionary, there is no 
reason, with the new building ae a home, why we could not 
engage the eervicee of an excellent couple, who would put 
the Moose Wood reserve into a eplendid condition. If at 
811 possible, the man should have a knowledge of farming 
Sotivities. I, personally, feel that thie ie a splendid 
opportunity to do real Chrietian and civilising work, and a 
good couple would make their presence and worth felt 
throughout a community of 60 Indian people. 


Thies information and theee suggeetione are con- 
fidential for the time being, and no overturee should be 
made in which it ie promised that a new building is to be 
erected. I am sending to the Kev. Mr. Barner a copy of 
thie letter, for hie information. 


The temporary arrangements with Mr. Charlee Hawke , 
although not wholly satisfactory, are approved.

I asked Mrs Churchill to prepare a list of 
what she would require for the meal,the following is 
part of same.

I recommend that the above articles be author=- 
i4zed.Fresh beef can be bought in Dundurn and brought 
out to the reserve on different occassions by indians 
who go for their mail.The lard is to be used as 
putter. 


Mre.Churchill also asked for Cocoa, Corn, starch 
Tapioca, Evaporated apples, or prunes,or other dried 
fruit.1I informed her that I did not supply these at 
other schools,and would not purchase same unless 
authorized by the Department.A flour bin is neces- 

poezy for the school,and I recommend that one be pur 
chased at a cost of about $ 4.00. 


Mr. Churchill asked me whether the Department 
would supply fuel for his residence and the school 
room.Since he arrived on the reserve he has pur- 
ehgsed wood and coal for his house.The indians have 

a in, past supplied the fuel for the school room free 
of charge.As Mrs Churchill is to prepare the chil- 
drens meal in her home,I think it only fair that 
we supply tne fuel for this purpose at least,if not 
for heating the house throughout.

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I wish to draw the Departments attention to the 
size of the teachers house.This is a two room cottage, 
18x24 feet,the front room is used as a living room and 
bed room,the rear part for a kitehen,dining room etc.,as 
it is these rooms are crowded.I noticed Mrs Churchill's 
washing machine,and other things were Left, gutside, these 
cannot be left there in summer in rain & smew.,Other things 
such as storm sash,screen doors and windows,when taken 
down must be stored away and we have no room,.I would

Agent at Duck Lake, in which he states as follows,- 


When I visited this reserve on the llth inst. 
I found both Mr. & Mre- Churchill were away 
and was informed by the Overseer, Chas. Eagle, 
that they had left the reserve during June, 

" going to Winnipeg to attend some school or 

"University. No application for leave of 

" absence was received at this office." 


It seems to me that no Government officer 
should leave the reserve without obtaining authority 
from those over him. hk Churchill at least should 
not have left, and I am of the opinion that Mr. 


Churchill should have had leave of absence. Pi

In reply 
I have to point out that these two workers, who are 
Glassified as teacher and assistant teacher, are paid 
for the 10 teaching months of the year and it is entirely 
probable that they did not consider it necessery to ask 
for leave of absence for the holiday months of July and 
August.

I am in receipt of Department letter 109-11-1 
of 8th. instant with reference to principals of schools being 
absent from the Institutions in their charge without the 
Department or this office being aware of the fact. 


Your letter referred to mentions only the case of 
Mr. and Mrs. Churchill of the Whitecap Sioux Day School but is 
apparently intended to cover the cases previously reported by 
me and referred to in my letter of 2nd. instant to which it is 
a reply. 

It is, of course, well understood that teachers 
employed and paid for ten teaching months would not consider 
it necessary to apply for leave during the time for which they 
receive no remuneration and in such cases it would he sufficie 
if they notified the Indian Agent, who would in turn inform th 
office, that they intended to be absent from the kKeserve betwee 
certain dates. In the case under discussion the Indian Aeent 
visited the Reserve expecting to see Mr. and Mrs. Churchill 
and had he known that they would not have been there he would 
have arranged his visit at a time to make sure of meeting them. 
It appears also that they left in June to attend College and it 
is just possible that they were away for some part of the time 
for which they drew salaries. If teachers can be absent without 
notice to the Department we will never know whether they are on 
duty or not. I think they should be required to give reason- 
-able notice to the Indian Arent of their intention to leave 
the neighbourhood.

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-— The more important phase of the matter however, 

has not been dealt with. The real trouble arises when 
principals of the residential schools are away at a time 
when it is important that they should be at home. Cases 
have occurred lately in which an Inspector of this Department 
has arrived at an institution of this kind expecting to 
transact important business, only to find that the principal 
is away. It is not necessary for me to point out that our 
Inspectors are mich too busy to make long, expensive trips, 
only to be handicapped in this way when they arrive. 


I do not think the Church Authorities under whose 
auspices these schools are operated would have the slightest 
objection to their appointees being required to arrange with 
the Department when they desire to be away. It is not my 
wish to approach the matter in an arbitrary or domineerine 
spirit - I merely wish to secure their co-operation with a 
view to greater harmony and efficiency. The point I wish to 
make particularly clear is that a ereat deal of valuable time 
has been wasted and work has been delayed on account of my 
not knowing that’ this, that, or the other man was not on duty 
at a time when his presence was necessary. This can be avoided 
by the Department requiring that leave of absence be arranged 
for through this office and I trust this will be done.

Replying to yours of November 4th, No. 109-1l-1 re 
Inspector Evert's report of his inspection of the Whitecap 
Sioux Day School; 


Mr. Evert criticizes the teacher in his methods, lack of 
drill, etc., and then ends up by saying that the teacher was not 
in the school. He evidentay intends to belittle the teacher and 
his work but in so doing places himself in a very undesirable 
position. The report being so contradictory condemms itself and 
needs no further consideration. I visited this school the latter 
part of November and found Mr. Churchill, the teacher, present 
in a well kept, clean class-room. His equipment and methods were 
up-to-date but the attendance was small. Mr. Churchill haw a 
Second-Class Normal Certificate and is a graduate in Arts. In 
looking over the school register, I found that the average attend. 
ance in 1924 wam 8.6 and for 1925 7.5 and the outlook is that it 
Will not be any better for 1926. ‘The entire population for the 
reserve is 67. Mrs. Churchill as nurse and field matron, is doing 


very good work on the reserve. She holds a Second-Class Normal 
Certificate. 


If Mr. and Mrs. Churchill are desirous of doing this two-fola 
work of teaching and field matron work, they are well qualified for 
it and should have a larger number of people to whom they can 
render service. . The expenditure of keeping two emplpyees for 
Such & small number of people can hardly be justified. The schoole 
house and teachers' residence are both very small buildings, yet 
large enough to accommodate all the children of school age and 
make a suitable home for one lady teacher. If the Department wishes 
to continue this work it showld be under & lady teacher who woulda 
undertake to do the work of a field matron as well. A better 
arrangement would be to close the sdhool and take the children to 
Brandon or Edmonton and this would be my recommendation.

She holds her 
Second Class Professional, and has had 17 years teaching 
experience. 

The roll calls for 11 pupils and last 
month the average attendance was 10.69.

The children are very backward in their 
work and little, if any, progress is noticeable. Miss 
Hare has only been in charge since September, but is 
winning the confidence of the pupils and I expect she will 
do good work. The parents are very indifferent to 
education and consequently the children receive no 
encouragement from home. Furthermore, the parents all 
speak the Indian tongue and English only comes to the 
children during the few hours at school. 

The school building and teacher's residence 
are both badly in need of painting. It is hoped to have 
this work carried out during the coming year if funds 


are obtainable.

Sir; 


I beg to forward, herewith, Provincial School 
Inspector “Syerts' report of an inspection of Moose Yood 
Indian Day Sehool in the Duck Lake Agency. 


I was present in the class room while the Inspector 
was making his inspection, It will be noted by his report 
that the class standing in this school is away below 
what shoulc be expected. I am quite in accord with him in 
his remarks in connection with conditions at this school and 
in my opinion it is not, as the teacher states, through lack 
of intelligence on the part of the children that this cone 
dition exists. They appear to me to be equal in intelligence 
to other children and I feel that a teacner who has belief 
in the possibility of educating the Indian children could do 
& great deal with them. 


The teacher stated that if we knew the parents that 
these children sprang from we could understand their low state 
of intelligence. I made it a point to visit the parents 
and talked with them and found them to be bright and intelligent 
men, so that exeuse does not carry any weight with me. 


Comparison between the class room standing in this 
school and other Indian Day Schools where conditions are similar 
satisfies me that there is something wrong with the management. 
It is, in my opinion, very necessary that a teacnefd of Indian 
children or, I expect the same applies to any children, should 
be sympathetic and should have a belief that she can accomplish 
something. When & person starts out as apperently the teacher 
here has, with the belief that the Indian child is not capable 
of absorbing knowledge, I do not think that we can hope for 
much progress. 


I am quite in accord with the inspector when he 
sug@ests that & change should take plaee at this school.

The Department has received the report of the 
Public Sehool Inspector on his recent inspection of the 
Whitecap Sioux (Moose Woods) Indian Day School. The In- 
apector states that the management of the school, under 
Miss Helena J. Hare, is most inefficient. Mies Hare has 
made very little success in the work. For your information, 
I quote from the Inspector's report, as follows: 


“The management of the school is not 
considered at all efficient. If Indian children 
elsewhere can reach the requirements of the 
Saskatchewan curriculum, there should be no food 

reason why the same etandard cannot be attained 
here. But the teacher does nt seem to think 

this possible, does not believe in the ability 

of the children to reach the standing obtained 
elsewhere and does not seem to have confidence 

in herself to bring about these results. Her 
attitude is altogether antaronistic to sugrestions." 


Mr. Inspector Murison, who was present at the 
inepection, states that the class standing is away below 
what should be expected. He states that "comparison 
between the clase standing in this school and other Indian 
day schools where conditions are similar satisfies me that 
there is something wrong with the management. When a 
person starts out, as apparently the teacher here has, 
with the belief that the Indian child is not capable of 
absorbing knowledge, I do not think that we can hope for 
much progress." He further states that he is entirely in 
accord with the Inspector when he recommends that a change in 
teacher should take place at this schoel. 


I wuld reqmest that Miee Hare's services be 
dispensed with, and that your Board nominate a qualified 
teacher for this school to replace Vise Hare, the duties 
of the new teacher to berin on or about September lst, next.

acca ~ Rather mediocre, in fact I should not term 
er experience in this school a success in any appreciable 
measure. The pupils show very slow progress, even allowing for 
the fact that they might not be expect to progress as rapidly 
as children of white parents. 

The routine work of the school could be 
arranged on a much more inéansive basis, the children could 
receive much more encouragement to speak out clearly and to 
exert themselves mentally. 

One is forced to ask the question if the 
teacher is not “marking time" to some extent. 

% is felt that @ younger teacher, with 
ax of energy, with outstanding teaching ability and with 
mproved organisation could do much better. 


Pupile attend quite seqalerty and no 
complaint was made regarding their punctuality. 


This makes the matter of their progress in 
school a vital one. ‘They do not show the progress that might be 
expected. In fact I have not been at all satisfied with this 
phase of the examination of the school. I am informed that on 
other reserves the pupile cover the same work as 4@ presoribed 
for other children and attain suitable standing in their work. 


It cannot be successfully maintained that 
the pupile are shy in the presence of strangers, because I 
be, a demonstration lesson on the “direct method" of teaching 
English, and had decidedly good results. 


It is quite evident that, given an 
aggressive, sympathetic and enthusiastic teacher of ability, 
marked cnpeovenss® in the standing of the pupils would be 
evident within a reasonable ine of time. At the present 
rate of progress the pupils will not reach the standing that it 
considered normal for Grade IV pupils before they reach the age 
of 15 years, when most of them will discontinue school, with 
a very meagre equipment for the activities of adult life.
